LONDON,  Jan.  14  iSundav)  i*T^. — Premier-Marshal 
Stalin  announced  last  night  thal'the  Red  Army  had  cH>eiied 
its  eagerly  awaited  Winter  offensive  on  the  Eastern  front, 
breaking  through  25  miles  toward  the  heart  of  Germany 
on  a 37-mlle  front  in  Southern  Poland 

Striking  powerfully  beyond  the  Vistula  River.  Ihe  Rus- 
sians swept  to  within  69  miles  of  industrial  German  Silesia, 
reaching  the  Nida  River,  last  big  water  barrier  before  the 
Reich  frontier.  A ' decisive”  Soviet  barrage  from  massed 
cannon  paved  the  way  acr^  the  frosen  plains.  Stalin  said 
in  a special  order  of  the  day. 

Berlin  reports  said  2.500.000  Russian  troops  were  on 
the  move. 

The  new  blow  put  Germany  In  a giant  vise  with  mot  e 
than  a dozen  Allied  armies  striking  conceitedly  from  east 
and  west 

. Overrunning  more  than  350  places  in  two  days  the 
Russians  drove  to  within  36  miles  northeast  of  Krakow  and 
to  within  11  miles  .southeast  of  Kleloe.  threatening  to  col- 
lapse the  entire  German  front  between  W'ar.saw  and 
Krakow.
